LEWISBURG, Pa., Nov. 27 
(AP)—Alger Hiss, grim but con- 
fident, walked out of prison to 
freedom today, asserting that he 
was “completely innocent” of 
charges that he helped Commu- 
nist spies. 

A stretch of three and a half 
years behind the bars of Lewis- 
burg penitentiary ended with an 
avowal by the 50-year-old former 
State Department aid that he 
meant to “vindicate my name” 
of the stigma of a conviction for 


perjury when he denied before | ;>—— 


a fedefal grand jury that he 
ever gave state secrets to Com- 
munist spies, 


Hiss was sentenced to five 
years but obtained parole, as pro- 
vided under the law, because of 
good behavior. He will have to 
report monthly to a federal offi- 
cer for the next year and a half. 

When he emerged from the 
prison he was peppered by wait- 
ing reporters with questions— 
about his past and future. Hiss 
carefully framed his answer: 

“I am very glad to use this 
chance, the first I have had in 
nearly four years, to reassert 
my complete innocence of the 
charges that were brought 
against me by Whittaker Chain- 
bers.” 

Statement by Chambers. 

Chambers, formerly a senior 
editor of Time magazine now 
living in retirement on a farm in. 
Westminster, .Md., accused Hiss 
of being a member of a Commu- 
nist party group. . Chambers. ac- 
cused Hiss also of turning over. 
secret State Department docu- 
ments. 

The telephone at the Cham- 
bers farm rang, unatiswered, to- 
day but a reporter managed to 
gain entrance and obtain a short 
statement—typed personally by 
Chambers on a scrap of letter 
Paper. Jt said: 

“The saddest single fact about 
the Hiss case is that nobody can 
change the facts as they are 
known. Neither Alger Hiss nor 
I, however much we might wish 
to do so, can change these facts. 

“They are there forever. That 
is the inherent tragedy of this 
case.” 

Hiss, of course, doesn’t agree. 

At the prison, his wife, son 
and two lawyer friends—Ches- 
ter Lane and Robert Benjamin 
-—met him inside and walked 
with him through the main gate 
to freedom. Moments later Hiss, 
smiling steadily, was engulfed 
in waves by reporters and pho- 
tographers. There he made his 
brief informal statement. 

He spoke extemporaneously, 
but appeared to have chosen his 
words carefully. He spoke near- 
ly two minutes without interrup- 
tion. Afterward reporters fired 
questions at him. He replied to 
some, ignored most of the 
others. 

The lines about his lean jaw 
tightened and harshness crept 
into his voice as mentioned 
Chambers’s name. 

Hiss Declared His Intentions. 

After saying, “This is not a 
press conference, although it 
looks very much like one,” Hiss 
went on: 

“For nearly four years I have 
had no opportunity to answer 
the fantastic invention that pol- 
iticians and members of the. 
press have been free to invent 
about me. ' 

“I have had to wait in silence 
while in my absence a myth has 
been developed. I hope that the

WASHINGTON Nov. 27 (AP) 
—The United States and Na- 
tionalist China have substan- 


tially agreed on terms of a de- 
fense treaty by which American 
protection will be pledged to 
Formosa, the Pescadores and 
possibly some coastal islands 
held by the Nationalists. 

The pact is expected to be 
signed before the end of the 
year, following further talks 
here soon between Nationalist 
Foreign Minister George Yeh 
| and State Department officials. 

Authorities view the project- 
ed treaty as a step which could 
help stabilize the Formosan area 
and, over a period of years, es- 
tablish more peaceful conditions 
there. In this respect it is un- 
derstood to be regarded favor- 
ably by Britain. 

However, official hopes for a 
lessening of tensions in the Far 
East have received a setback in 
the last few days by the Chinese 
Communist announcement of 
the sentencing of 13 Americans 
to prison on spy charges. 

Reds Stepping Up Pressure. 

State Department officials see 
Communist actions of this kind 
as greatly strengthening de-

Overby explained the United 
States has no objection to any 
kind of an agency the Latin 
Americans want to set up,. but 
would not join in a study of the 
projects because. “more than 
ample financing is available ab 
ready.” And, he added, more 
is in sight with the creation of 
the International Finance Cor- 
poration which the United States 
announced recently. 

The exchange occurred in an 
inter-American economic con- 
ference subcommittee which is 
considering various proposals 
for studies of hemisphere bank- 
ing facilities. The subcommittee 
finally decided to make all the 
suggestions—including the Chil- 
ean plan—for some kind of an 
inter-American development 
bank the subject of future study. 

The committee decided to pro- 
pose the creation of a committee 
of experts composed of nine 
representatives of central banks 
of countries yet to be chosen to 
draft “a plan for a regional fi- 
nancial organization in harmony 
with the international financial 
system.” The idea of harmoniz- 
ing the project with interna- 
tional finance apparently was a 
bid for the support of the United 
States. 

Most delegates agreed this 
killed the Chilean plan for this 
conference. 

‘Differences in Mentality.’ 

Outside the meeting hall, one 
South American delegate com- 
mented that this “is just another 
demonstration of the great dif- 
ferences in the mentality be- 
tween the people of the United 
States and our people.” 

Despite what the Latin Ameri- 
cans themselves have termed the 
ft pent oon and loyal co-operation 
of the United States,” Colombian 
delegate Carlos Lleras Restrepo 
accused the United States of 
“mutilating our own proposals 
so much we don’t recognize 
them.” He made this statement 
to the subeommittee although 
the United States had offered no 
amendments to any plans under 
consideration.

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STATE LABOR 
LEADERS TO PLAN 
RIGHT-T0-WORK’ 


BILL OPPOSITION, 


AFL, CIO, Rail Brother- 
hood Chiefs to Meet 
in Jefferson City Tues- 
day—Proposal Called 
‘Deceptive.’

State labor leaders will meet 
Tuesday in Jefferson City to 
make plans for presenting a 
united front in opposition to the 
proposed “right-to-work” bill, 
which is expected to be a major 
issue in the new session of the 
Missouri Legislature convening 
dan. 5. 

Representatives of the AFL, 
CIO and the railroad brother- 
hoods also will discuss other 
proposed legislation which will 
be introduced with labor back- 
ing, including measures to‘ lib- 
eralize unemployment and work- 
men’s compensation benefits. 

The primary objective of Mis- 
souri labor groups will be to de- 
feat the so-called “right-to-work”’ 
bill, which is expected to be in- 
troduced early in the new ses- 
sion under sponsorship of the 
State Chamber of Commerce. 

One Killed at Last Session. 

The proposal, which may be 
offered in the form of a consti- 
tutional amendment for submis- 
sion to the voters, would outlaw 
labor contracts which made 
union membership compulsory. 
A similar measure was killed 
during the last regular session, 
but the state business group has 
been conducting an active cam- 
paign for passage of the bill 
next year. 

John I. Rollings of St. Louis, 
president of the Missouri State 
Federation of Labor, AFL, de- 
nounced the proposal as “‘decep- 
tive and phony.” The effect of 
such a law, he declared, would 
be to destroy the union shop and 
other forms of union security. 
He charged it would “neither 
give employes a right nor guar- 
antee them work.” 

Rollings, who will attend the 
planning conference in Jeffer- 
son City, reported the state AFL 
group has formulated a legisla- 
tive program for the new ses- 
sion. 

One of the bills it will spon- 
sor would, imcrease unemploy- 
‘ment compensation bené@fits in 
Missouri. .The present law pro- 
vides payments to eligible job- 
less workers of $25 a week for 
24 weeks. Veterans receive the 
same payments for 26 weeks. ; 

$12.50 More a Week Sought. - 

The AFL proposal will call for 
a single schedule of at feast 
$37.50 a week for 26 weeks. 
Rollings pointed out that Presi- 
dent Eisenhower had recom- 
mended benefits be increased to 
at least 50 per cent of the av- 
erage wage in each state. 

The $37.50 proposed for Mis- 
souri would represent 55 per 
cent of the average Missouri 
wage of slightly more than $70 
a week. Rollings explained that 
the 55 per cent figure would be 
sought because that was the per- 
centage in effect when Missou- 
ri’s unemployment law was first 
enacted in 1937. 

Another AFL proposal would 
repeal a law permitting garnish- 
ment of 10 per cent of an em- 
ploye’s wages for payment of 
debts. -Rollings said the present 
law is unworkable because many 
firms, as a matter of policy, fire 
employes whose wages are gar- 
nisheed. 

The AFL state president as- 
serted this law works unfair 
hardship on employes who are 
fired when their pay is gar- 
nisheed. Under Missouri rules, 
such workers are not eligible for 
unemployment benefits because 
they are regarded as being to 
blame for the loss of their job. 

Bill for Injured Workers. 

Rollings said the AFL will 
also ask the Legislature to re- 
enact a workmen’s compensa- 
tion bill which Gov. Phil M. 
Donnelly vetoed last year. 

Under this bill, injured work- 
men would receive additional 
benefits during a “healing pe- 
riod” while recovering’ from 
their injuries. Dornelly said he 
vetoed this measure because it 
conflicted with another work-

SENATE GROUP TO MEET 
ON STATE HOSPITAL CHANGES 


The State Senate Committee 
on Mental Health will meet on 
Dec. 6 in Jefferson City to take 
up proposals for revision of the 


state mental hospital system, 
State Senator Albert M. Sprad- 
ling Jr. of Cape Girardeau, 
chairman, said yesterday. Drafts 
of about 10 bills to be intro- 
duced to the next session of the 
legislature will be taken up, he 
said. 

Among them will be one for 
construction ef a $1,000,000 
nursing home and a $250,000 
building to house resident phy- 
sicians at the Missouri State 
Hospital, 5400 Arsenal street. 
Proposed legislation to permit 
voluntary commitment to state 
mental hospitals of persons who 
wish treatment but who have 
not been adjudged insane also 
will be discussed. 

Main points of the program 
were outlined by Senator Sprad- 
ling in the Post-Dispatch last 
June 19. The committee has 
five members, among them Sen- 
ator, Hartwell G. Crain of St. 
Louis county.

TO A THIRD TERM 


SEOUL, Nov. 27 (AP)—South 
Korea’s National Assembly to- 
day defeated by one vote a pro- 
posed constitutional amendment 
that would have allowed Presi- 


dent Syngman Rhee to seek re- 
election as often as he wished. 
The 79-year-old president's 
second term expires in 1956. 
Under present law he can’t run 


again. . . 

Cheers from the opposition 
side of the Assembly greeted the 
vote tally of 135 for the amend- 
ment, 60 against and 7 absten- 
tions. A two-thirds vote of 136 
is needed to pass a constitutional 
amendment.

TITO WILL VISIT INDIA 
AND THEN GO TO BURMA 


BELGRADE, Nov. 27 (AP)— 
The government announced to- 
day that President Josip (Tito) 
Broz will arrive in India Dec. 16 


on a state visit of 18 days, He 
will go on to Burma later. 


The announcement gave no 
indication how Tito would make 
the trip. He presumably will go 
in the Yugosiav naval training 
ship Galeb (Sea Gull), as he did 
on previous ‘trips to Greece and 
Turkey this year and to Eng- 
land in 1953. 


Edvard Kardalj, a vice presi- 
dent and former Foreign Min- 
ister, will serve as acting chief 
of state in Tito’s absence.

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U.N. - Allies Agree on 
Principle of Keeping 
Negotiations Alive. by 
Other Means. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Nov. 
27 (AP)—The Western powers 
have agreed on the general 
principles of a resolution in- 
tended to keep negotiations 
alive for a settlement of the 
Korean deadlock without calling 
a new Geneva-type conference. 


This was reported by Western 
sources as representatives of the 
allies who fought for the United 
Nations in Korea and of India’s 
V, K. Krishna Menon conferred 
in the U.N. in an effort to whip 
out a final resolution. 

The Political Committee will 
take up the Korean case Tues- 
day or Wedneseay and the West 
hopes the U.N. debate will be 
short and calm. The committee 
held its first Saturday meeting 
of this assembly for a round of 
talks on the West New Guinea 
dispute between The Nether- 
lands and Indonesia. 


ROK Envoy Complains. 

While the Korean huddles 
went on, South Korea’s envoy 
to Washington, You Chan Yang, 
protested vigorously that the 
Republic of Korea was being 
kept out of conferences vital to 
its future. He said in a state- 
ment that “when they (the con- 
ferees) are trying to decide our 
fate, they should call us in.” 

A Western source said the 
latest round of negotiations on 
a resolution had involved only 
a few countries and that South 
Korea would be kept informed. 
The source commented that 
South Korea had a hand in 
drafting a report to the Assem- 
bly on the Geneva conference, 
even though South Korea did 
not indorse that report. 

One diplomat said the West 
realized nothing would be done 
on Korea by the General As- 
sembly and that the situation 
must have time to be worked 
out. This diplomat pointed out 
that a settlement was reached 
on Trieste by letting time work 
and it was hoped that the same 
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could be done on Korea. 

Yang said that the Communist 
Chinese imprisonment of 13 
Americans as spies was a vio- 
lation of the Korean armistice 
and that there has been no 
punishment for the guilty. 

The United Nations has cir- 
culated to the 59 other U.N. 
members a United States note 
to Red China protesting against 
the imprisonment and demand- 
ing release of the Americans. 


Asked about reports that the 
Americans would bring the case 
before the General Assembly, 
an American source said that 
was a possibility that was under 
advisement but that no decision 
of any nature has been taken. 
This action would prolong the 
Korean debate. 

Resolution on Korea. 

It was reported that a West- 
ern resolution on Korea, ex- 
pected to be introduced next 
— would contain three 

nts. 

1. It would take note of the 
Geneva conference between the 
18 U.N. allies (all except South 
Africa) plus South Korea, on 
one side, and the Communists 
om the other. This conference 
ended without result. 

2. Approve the report of the 
15 U.N. allies. This report re- 
asserts the determination of the 
U.N. to strive for a unified Ko- 
rea by peaceful means and for 
elections in all of Korea held 
ubder the U.N. authority and 
auspices. 

South Korea has reacted 
strongly against the phrase “by 
peaceful means.” South Korea 
also has reacted against the 
words “authority and auspices” 
of the U.N., insisting that the 
U.N. must directly supervise any 
election. 

The Communists have not 
tipped their hand yet on this 
report but it likely will cause 
more debate than the West 
wants at this time. 

3. A section leaving the door 
open for future negotiations and 
expressing the hope that the 
parties concerned will continue 
aoa efforts to settle the prob- 

em. 

No Formal] Conference. 

‘A diplomat concerned with 
drafting the resolution said 
there has been no final agree- 
ment as to how this would be 
done but that there was no 
thought of holding another con- 
ference. He suggested one meth- 
od might be for the countries 
concerned to undertake nego- 
tiations among their various 
capitals. | 

Menon was reported to have 
suggested that the Assembly ask 
the three chairmen of the Ge- 
neva conference to take such 
steps as they consider appropri- 
ate in achieving the objectives 
desired. 

The three chairmen were 
Soviet Foreign Minister V. M. 
Molotov, British Foreign Secre- 
tary Sir Anthony Eden, and 
Thailand’s Foreign Minister, 
Prince Wan Waithayakon. . ~ 

A Thai source said Prince 
Wan would be opposed to such 
a procedure. He said Wan felt 
the only result would be a repe- 
tition of long Communist 
speeches without any change of 
positions. . |

CRIME FILE URGED 


Police Report Says Case His- 
tories Are Needed to 
Help Children. 


A central a of juvenile de- 
he 


ment’s 1954 Annual Report, pub- 
lished yesterday. The file, the 
report says, is an essential part 
of a projected central co-ordi- 
nation agency for the city’s di- 
verse efforts in the field of 
crime prevention. 


The recommendation comes 
at the conclusion of a section on 
the Police Department's Crime 
Prevention . Division, “one of 
more than 60 public and private 
agencies devoting themselves to 
keeping the children of our city 
from going wrong, and to put- 
ting them right when they do 
go wrong.” 

Function of the file, the re- 
port continues, “would not be 
merely statistical. When a child 
goes wrong, many con- 
tribute to his delinquency. To 
help him, you need a complete 
record of his past... .A central 
record system of case histories 
would save time—and children.” 

Statistics mislead, the report 
indicates, when used in hasty 
trend-spotting on the rise or de- 
cline of delinquency, because 
“we didn’t keep records of de- 
linguency in 1 as we do to- 
day.” 

In 1953, more than 4000 chil- 
dren under 17 years of age were 
arrested by St. Louis police. 
This is about one in every 30, 
compared with one in every 
seven, the national average for 
other large cities. 

Credit for the record is given 
to both official and unofficial 
work here. “Hundreds of police 
officers,” the report says, “work 
with kids on their own time.

ISTANBUL’S FAMED 
COVERED BAZAAR 
RAVAGED BY FIRE 


ISTANBUL, Nov. 27 (AP) — 
Fire raced through acres of Is- 
tanbul’s famous covered bazaar 
area today, burning out 1500 
shops and causing damage run- 
ning into millions of dollars. 
Officials declined to estimate 
the loss but newspaper estimates 
ranged as high as $360,000,000. 
Police said the flames burned 
out 34 of the 65 winding lanes 
in the bazaar area, which is 
built around the remains of the 
ancient royal Byzantine stables. 
Only half the 3000 shops in the 
area, which sold everything 
from antique treasures to junk, 
remained. Fire Brigade ef 
Tevfik Himalaya and seven of 
his men were taken to hospitals 
with burns and other injuries.

‘Smartest’ Navy Team Exploited 
Poor Linebacking, Says Blaik 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 27 (AP)—Army Coach Red Blaik paid 
tribute to the “smartest” Navy football team his Cadets have ever 


fully.” 

Blaik held court in a dimly 
lit room across the hall from 
the Army dressing quarters 
after his West Pointers had 
been defeated 27-20 in one of 
the most thrilling Army-Navy 
games in the fifty-five-year old 
history of the classic. 

“This was a very fine Navy 
football team. It played exceed- 
ingly well. It was much smarter 
than any other Navy team my 
kids have ever faced. Navy dis- 
played tremendous speed which 
they used to exploit the weak- 
nesses we knew we had and 
they know we had,” Blaik said. 

The veteran Army coach ex- 

plained the “weaknesses” as a 
porous defense devoid of com- 
petent linebackers. “We don’t 
have a real linebacker on the 
squad, Navy knew it and took 
advantage of it.” 
Asked about the poor kick- 
offs his boys made, Blaik said, 
“They were really bad. No, of 
course they weren't purposely 
kicked short. The short one

N extraordinary opportunity for 

the observation of United States 

foreign economic policy is being 
afforded here by the meeting of the 
finance ministers of the 21 American 
republics. That. is why government 
observers from all over the world, and 
especially from Asia, have chosen to 
attend the conference. 

The better view one gets of the United 
States foreign economic policy, 1954 model, 
the more it ‘resembles the policies: by 
which President, Herbert Hoover attempted 
to meet the crisis of the depression in the 
United States in the 1930s. 

The parallel is remarkably complete, 
though often obscured by the fact that 
the scene of action has. been broadened 
from the domestic limits of the United 
States to the world stage. As contrasted 
with verbalizations such as the Randall 
Commission report, the Milton Eisenhower 
and Peter Grace reports on Latin America, 
and even the President's foreign economic 
policy message to Congress of last March, 
what is being spread out here at Quitan- 
dinha, a former gambling casino on a 
mountain top outside Rio, is.our i 
economic policy in action. i

IN THE 1930s, before Franklin D. Roose- 
velt brought the New Deal into play, and 
the depression raged over our land, we 
had in the growing ranks of the unem- 
ployed a body of discontented people who 


had begun to listen to. the -bjandishments | 


of Communism. In the termg@'of the: his- 
torian Arnold Toynbee we had at least the 
beginning.of an “internal proletariat,” one 
of the persistent signs ofthe disintegration 
of a civilization. .. . 

There is, however, 4n the ‘Toynbee study 
of history another equally ominous sign of 
the disintegration of a civilization—the 
existence of. an .“external . proletariat.” 
These ate;the one billion human. beings 


living in‘ the: underdeveloped area$ outside 
the Iron in—in: Latin America, Af- 
rica, the e East and in South » 
Southeast Asia. 


Even more than ‘the snetaptoved' in the 
United States, these people of the under- 
developed areas are listening to the blan- 
dishments of Communism, If they should 
‘choose to go the way of China, the United 
States would stand all but isolated before 
the overwhelming power of Russia. 

The argument now going on here at the 
conference, then, is the same argument 
that went on inside the United States as 
to the best method of meeting the crisis 
of the depression. The leading protagonist 
of the Hoover method is, of course; United 
States Secretary of the Treasury George 
M. Humphrey, a Cleveland manufacturer, 
and a very charming and able business- 
man. When he left here Friday night he 
had not altered any of the assumptions he 
brought with him to the conference. 

The New Deal side of this great global 
debate has as yet produced no Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, and its spokesmen are scattered 
and their voices without effective political 
strength. A powerful and convincing body 
‘of ideas on the anti-Humphrey side of the 
argument is growing up, however, mostly 
being developed by professional econo- 
‘mists, by such spokesmen as former Am- 
bassador to India Chester Bowles, United 
States Supreme Court Justice William O. 
Douglas, and although more quietly and 
behind the scenes, by World Bank Presi- 
dent Eugene Black, a remarkable Wall 
Street banker with imagination.

THIS FOREIGN economic policy argu- 
ment going on here is the old argument 
that was resolved in favor of the New Deal: 
Is depression the inevitable result of im- 
personal forces beyond the control of 
human beings, or can something be done 
about it? 

Intimately entwinefl with . ‘this set: of 
notions is the question whether

People 
are turning to Communism because they 
can see no other way to achieve economic 
development. 

There is general agreement, again, that 
the only real answer to the Communist 
method of development—which generates 
capital by the force of the police state—is 
the injection of outside capital int. the 
underdeveloped areas. 

Furthermore, there is general agreement 
that the bulk of such capital can only 
come from the United States, for our na- 
tion generates. two-thirds of the world’s 
savings. 

Perhaps more importantly there is a 
negative agreement that the most expen- 
sive and the least effective way to meet the 
crisis is to wait until local Communist suc- 
cesses have occurred, and then send the 
“fire brigade,” as in Guatemale and Indo- 


china, 

All of this inevitably-points to concerted 
long-range planning on a broad basis, and 
it is precisely the notion of long-range 
developmental planning which Secretary 
Humphrey has rejected here at Rio.

ONE OF THE MOST exciting ideas at 
the conference, not officially proposed by 
anyone but coming under informal discus- 
sion, is that Black’s World Bank might be 
given responsibility for a total develop- 
mental program that would include sound 
loans, outright grants and technical assist- 
ance. This would concentrate the effort 
with the agency which has a good record 
for efficient administration and especially 
of project planning.

NEW YORK, Nov. 27. 


ARMINE G. DeSapio is a tireless, 46-year-old professional politician with 
a Barrymore profile who was thrust upon the national scene in the mid- 


term election earlier this month. He is the boss of Tammany Hall, the 
hoary New York Democratic machine, and although he still is little known 
outside his state, the country can afford to take a look at him because it is 
quite possible he.may choose the next Democratic presidential candidate. 


DeSapio’s potential influence in national 
politics comes from the fact that Averell 
Harriman, whom he supported, was elected 
Governor of New York. The New York 
governorship is” a_ traditional stepping 
stone to a presidential nomination (Al 
Smith, Franklin D. Roosevelt, Thomas E, 
Dewey), although the 62-year-old Harriman 
may not have presidential ambitions at the 
moment. Also, and more important, pop- 
ulous New York has more than 15 per cent 
of the convention votes needed to nom- 
inate a Democratic 
candidate. DeSapio 
will have much to 
say about the casting 
of these votes. 

The words “boss” 
and “Tammany Hall” 
have evil connota- 
tions in American 
politics. The former 
evokes a picture of a 
paunchy cigar-smok- 
ing character in a 
derby hat who has 
his pockets stuffed 
with money he used 
to buy votes. .

DeSapio , dislikes j 
the word boss; but he '” 
is not ashamed of Tammany. He is out to 
make it respectable, in the same way that 
Stephen A. Mitchell, chairman of the 
Democratic National Committee, for whom 
DeSapio has complimentary words, has 
brought his party back toward a public 
acceptance it did not enjoy in the last days 
of President Truman’s Administration. 

DeSapio himself seems eminently re- 
spectable. Toward the end of the recent 
campaign for the governorship, in which 
Harriman was opposed by Republican Sen- 
ator Irving Ives, the Republicans resorted 
to smear tactics. It was notable that no 
mud was thrown at DeSapio. — 


Many of DeSapio’s devoted followers 
call him “The Bishop.” Asked why, one 
of his friends said, “Well, you talk to 
Carmine, and it is like going to confes- 
sion.” 


There is some truth in that. DeSapio 
gives his visitors, who usually number be- 
tween 150 and 200 a day, seven days a 
week, an impression of profound under- 
standing and studied judicial calm. He is 
a handsome man, more than six feet tall, 
broad-shouldered and trim. His wavy 
brown hair is thinning on top and graying 
above the ears.

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Late But Welcome 
One of the most important foreign policy de- 
velopments since the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion took office may be foreshadowed by the 
news that greater emphasis on economic aid to 

underdeveloped areas is under discussion. 
According to George H. Hall, a Washington 
correspondent of the Post-Dispatch, those Ad- 
ministration officials who are urging such a 


shift of emphasis have in mind particularly the 


underdeveloped nations of Asia. Evidently they 
are coming around—late but nevertheless wel- 
come—to an idea long expressed by former Am- 
bassador Chester Bowles and other students of 
the Far East. 

Briefly, this idea is that the free world simply 
must meet—and overcome—the challenge posed 
by Communist successes {n rapidly industrial- 
izing some areas brought under their control, 
especially China. 

The Communists obtain these results by 
tyranny, by brutally sweating capital out of 
an already low standard of living, by all the 
devices and compulsions of a police state. But 
however hateful their methods, they do get 
results, and the danger is that uncommitted 


countries like India, if their own progress fails 


to match that of China, will sacrifice freedom 
in the hope of catching up. - ! 
ad . y @ oe 

Capital ‘formation today is said to be increas- 
ing in China at a much faster rate than in India. 
Russian economic aid to China is running seven 
times greater than American aid to India, and 
the Russians are offering assistance to other 
Asian countries, including India and Indonesia. 
Hence the idea seems to be taking hold in 
Washington that while maintaining a strong 
military position the United States must also 
do much more than it has been doing to prove 
that rapid economic development and freedom 
can go hand in hand. 

Specifically, a program of about five billion 
dollars a year is being discussed. A program of 
approximately that same size has been men- 
tioned by Henry Wallace, James P. Warburg and 
all the others who have advocated it since the 
end of World War II—and who got themselves 
branded as “visionaries” for their pains. 

A program of any such magnitude as that 
would be difficult to put through Congress, 
especially for an Administration which has itself 
seemed to regard any foreign aid except the 
military variety as the unsound make-work of 
crackpots. It will also be difficult to put any 
such program through the Administration, espe- 
cially since the man who is called back from 
private life to study the problem and recommend 
a solution is Former Budget Director Joseph M. 
Dodge. 

° * * 

Mr. Dodge was known in Washington as one 
of the strongest allies of Secretary of the Treas- 
ury George M. Humphrey, and Mr. Humphrey, 
who spent last week in Latin America saying 
‘“‘No” to that region’s requests for economic aid to 
underdeveloped areas, has never been known as 
a friend of such expenditures. Mr. Dodge may, 
of course, surprise everybody by coming out for 
a bold, dynamic and massive program of eco 
nomic aid, but on form he can hardly be ex- 
pected to. 

Nevertheless the Administration is to be com- 
mended for recognizing the problem: and for 
seeking a solution, As the case of Indochina 
made perfectly clear, the free world faces in 
Asia a situation for which there may be no 
military solution. If that is so, it is up to us to 
look to the free world’s defenses, not only mil- 
itary, but economic and political. 
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50,000,000 Customers 

More than 50,000,000 people will visit the na- 
tional parks this year. That is the forecast of the 
National Park Service on the basis of attendance 
thus far in 1954. 

Any such number of customers as 50,000,000 
is indeed tremendous. It means that approxi- 
mately one third of the total population at some 
time or other in one 12-month period will have 
enjoyed the beauties and pleasures of ¥ellow- 
stone or Crater Lake, Yosemite or Grand Can- 
yon, Great Smokies or Isle Royale, Arcadia or 
Everglades or some other national park. 

Attractions which draw so many people are 
obviously great national assets. Yet these pre 
cious parks are being allowed to run down at 
the heels. Speaking fn Pittsburgh, the director 
of the National Park Service, Conrad L. Wirth 


said that many roads, trails, parking areas and — 


other facilities have deteriorated in the 175 
parks, memorials and monuments in the system. 
This comes close to being official support for 
the findings of Bernard De Voto and other 
conservationists that the national parks are going 
to ruin. ! 

There is no economy whatever in current 
“savings” that pile up bigger repair bills for 
highways and facilities in the parks in the fu- 
ture. When Cohgress meets in January there 
ought to be a new determination on the part 
of many members to see that these irreplace- 
able assets receive the support that is their due.

Dead End in the County 

The State Highway Department plans to con- 
struct a continuation of Highway 40 from Brent- 
wood boulevard eastward to Hanley road. This 
part of the proposed Daniel Boone expressway 
is unfinished after 20 years. Even after it 
reaches Hanley ft will have no place to go unless 
the county agrees on the route. 

Obviously the state is trying to push the 
project.

Last February a $32,124,000 county road bond 
proposal failed at the polls.

The State Department’s second protest note 
to Communist China expresses very well the in- 
dignation of the country over the sentencing of 
13 Americans on charges of espionage.

French Objectors. 

Such objections and objectors 
as these are on a high plane. 
There are others somewhat less 
noble. Foremost in this group 
are those who object to an 
beige of any kind which 

permit German rearma- 
ment. They are now swimm 
against the tide in Europe and 
have to express their objections 
by picking flaws in the agrée- 
ment for WEU. 

An example would be the 
complaint heard in France that 
the British commitment to keep 
four divisions and the Second 
Tactical Air Force in Europe 
until the year 2000 is so quali- 
fied by fine print that it repre- 
sents very little real securit} 
for France. 


The hedge on this is con- 
tained in Article 6 of Protocol 
III of the treaty which reads: 
“She (the United Kingdom) 
undertakes not to withdraw 
these forces against the wishes 
of the majority of the high con- 
tracting parties who should take 
their decision in the knowledge 
of the views of the supreme 
Allied commander, Europe. This 
undertaking shall not bind her 
in the event of an acute over- 
seas emergency.” 

France has just the same 
hedge as Britain in this in- 
stance, and for the same reason. 
Both countries can imagine co- 
lonial emergencies which might 
require them to withdraw some 
troops from Europe. 

The second British condition 
states that “if the maintenance 
of United Kingdom forces on 
the continent of Europe throws 


at any time too great a strain on | 


the external finances of the 
United Kingdom, she will .. . 
invite the North Atlantic Coun- 
cil to review the financial condi- 
tions on which the United King- 
dom formations are maintained.” 


Neither of these conditions 


' appears to. warrant the doubt 


cast upon them in some quarters 
in France. 


Loose Coalition. 

There are both losses and 
gains in Western European Un- 
ion as compared with EDC.

ger at the judge and declaimed 


his doubts in stentorian tones. 


To have disqualified himself 
would have been to admit the 
prejudice and this Youngdehl 
indignantly rejected as “‘scanda- 
lous.”

Not infrequently in the past 
judges have been charged with 
prejudice disqualifying them 
from si in a particular case. 
But the charge has almost al- 
ways been made by the defense. 
In two instances; however, 
Rover was able to show the gov- 
ernment had alleged prejudice 
against a judge. 

But the charge of prejudice 
has been based on remarks by 
a judge while off the bench such 
as the remarks re ed to have 
been made by the late Judge 
Kenesaw Mountain Landis re- 
flecting on the loyalty of all 
German-Americans as he was 
about to take jurisdiction over 
the case of an alleged draft- 
dodger of German origin. What 
makes the accusation again 
Youngdahl unique is that it 
based on statements contained 
in his official ruling rejecting 
the key counts in the earlier in- 
dictment. Thus a judge’s offi- 
cial findings are for the first 
time the basis of a demand from 
the government prosecutor 
speaking for the government 
and in a sense for the Adminis- 
tration that he step aside in fa- 
vor of another judge. 


After he ‘was defeated for the 
Senate in 1952, Senator Joseph 
C. O'Mahoney, Democrat of Wy- 
oming, opened a private law 
office in Washington following 
the custom of so many former 
members of Congress. He took 
several clients, among them Lat- 
timore, who also had as counsel 
the firm of Arnold, Fortas and 
Porter. The latter had contrib- 
uted their services in defending 
Lattimore through a series of 
Senate hearings and in the legal 
arguments over the first indict- 
ment, the key counts of which 
were thrown out. 

Active in Making Challenge. 

O'Mahoney had an active part 
in the challenge of the first in- 
dictment for its vagueness in 
accusing Lattimore of perjury 
when he denied he was a “‘sym- 
pathizer” with Communism or a 
“promoter’ of Communist inter- 
ests. After the suicide of Sena- 
tor Lester Hunt, Democrat of 
Wyoming, who had been ha- 
rassed by Republican leaders 
with ‘the threat that a family 
‘tragedy would be used against 
him, O’Mahoney decided to run 
again. 

In his campaign he quickly 
discovered that the opposition 
with large resources of money 
was exploiting his connection 
with Lattimore to the fullest in 
newspaper ads and on the radio. 
This was linked with another 
lawyer-client relationsHip O’Ma- 
honey had in private practice. 
He had taken a retainer from the 
United States—Cuban Sugar 
Council financed almost entirely 
by American citizens operating 
in Cuba.

In the 
same ads “Foreign Agent 783” 
was shown as the paid attorney 
of Lattimore who had been 
called the “top Soviet espionage 
agent” by Senator McCarthy. 
O'Mahoney made a dignified 
and straight-forward reply. He 
said he had not accepted Latti- 
more as a client until he had 
carefully studied the case and 
convinced himself of Lattimore’s 
innocence. He pointed out it 
was a basic tenet of Anglo- 
Saxon law that a man is pre- 
sumed innocent until proved 
guilty and that in a fair trial the 
citizen is entitled to the best 
legal services he can obtain. He 
ed attention to the empha- 
sis put on this in a resolution 
adopted by the Anjierican Bar 
Association in 1953 which said 
that no matter how controversial 
the individual, he was entitled 
to a lawyer to defend him and 
that lawyer should not be con- 
demned for taking the unpop- 
ular side in a case involving in- 
tense feelings. 


Suspects Oil Funds. 


To O’Mahoney’s surprise two 
members of the bar association's 
house of delegates entered the 
dispute charging that he had im- 
properly invoked the authority 
of the resolution. The attack 
on “foreign agent 783” contin- 
ued, financed, in O’Mahoney’s 
belief, by Texas oil money. As 
a Senator he had opposed turn- 
ing over the tidelands oil to the 
states. ; 


In the windup O’Mahoney’s 
Irish was up and in a state-wide 
radio talk he charged that the 
techniques of Hitler and Musso- 
lini were being used against 
him. When the votes were 
counted on the night of Nov. 2, 
O’Mahoney had a majority of 
3600 out of 115,000. Compared 
to the hairline margin in such 
populous states as New Jersey 
and New York, where millions 
voted, that was something like 
a landslide. In view of the nar- 
now margin of control in the 
Senate, the Lattimore case could 
have decided the final result. 


When O’Mahoney returns to 
Washington he intends to press 
an investigation of whether the 
American Bar Association meant 
what it said in the 1953 resolu- 
tion. While this may not be a 
formal congressional investiga- 
tion, there is already under way 
still one more investigation into 
the Lattimore case. At the urg- 
ing of Senator Hennings, Sena- 
tor William E. Langer, Repub- 
licag of North Dakota, is inquir- 
ing into the unprecedented 
wg against Judge Young- 
dahl. 


That conceivably could be 
widened to an inquiry into the 
broader charge that the power 
of prosecution of the Depart- 
ment of Justice is being used 
for political purposes.

day on earth. Moderation was 
never one of Sean’s foremost 
characteristics nor is it now. 
But much can be forgiven a 
tian whose predominant pas- 
sion in a welter of passions is 
a love for humanity. Besides 
this O’Casey is a genius. With- 
out considering “Juno and the 
Paycock” or “The Plough and 
the Stars” or any of his dra- 
matic works one feels his 
genius in the swing and lift of 
his singing prose. 


The period covered by “Sun- 
set and Evening Star” extends 
from about the middle thirties 
up to and including the early 
fifties. For a part of this time 
he is holed up in a Battersea 
Flat—a refugee from his na- 
tive Ireland—after which he 
takes his family to a Devon- 
shire village where he com- 
pletes this latest volume of 
‘Ris autobiography.

So O’Casey says of “The Ani- 
mal Farm” which was a satire 
on the Soviet Union: “When 
he saw, when he felt that 
world wouldn’t die with him, 
he turned the world’s people 
into beasts.” And in comment- 
ing on “1984” he says: “It 
seemed to comfort his ailing 
nature to believe that he was 
leaving a perishing world; a 
world that would soon ignobly 
and terribly die.” And so on 
in many other ugly words 
which also add up to bad 
criticism.

OR the serious general 

reader, this is a book filled 

with considerable fasci- 
nating material, pungent and 
often meaningful. Even some 
more-or-less average readers, 
once they get into the body of 
the volume, may find it pro- 
vocative. 

About three years ago aca- 
demic circles gave imme- 
diate attention to “William 
Johnson’s Natchez,” a unique 
diary of a remarkable man, 
published by the Louisiana 
press. This long, closely packed 
journal had been written a 
century and more ago by a 
Negro of the prewar South, 
a slave who raised himself to 


-~““ freedom, to a success in busi- 


ness and to a clear recogni- 
tion by his community. 


This fall the professors who 
edited the Johnson diary offer 
a volume aimed at a more 
popular audience. Messrs. Da- 
vis and Hogan have done a 
solid, careful job; if their 
style is sometimes plodding, 
the richness of their materials 
still comes through on page 
after page. — 


Natchez, the bluff city of 
Mississippi, was a_ special 
place in the earlier South, 
opulent and squalid by turn, 
ea town overlaid by the “grand 
manner,” with violence and 
turmoil at its base. Here the 
world saw a shining wealth 
in the white-pillared mansions; 
at the same time Natchez 
knew frontier brawls and an 
underlying poverty. 


All this William Johnson 
saw and reported, shrewdly, 
wittily, in often elaborate de- 
tail. He was no literary man; 
he wrote without regard for 
spelling and grammar. Never- 
theless he has contributed a 
rare American document, an 
unadorned record of a social 
scene, of men on the rise, of 
dominant caste groups, of un- 
derlying tragedies.

HIS is far from the usual 
T picture of the Old South. 

It is a record of day-by- 
day living, of men who showed 
high pretense and low back- 
stage performance of pettiness, 
of amusing contradictions, but 
also, now and then, of high 
honor and integrity. Under 
the wise gaze of the intelligent 
Johnson the individuals around 
him escaped with little un- 
known, little untold about 
them. 

Yet Johnson was a good 
man, a man of principle; and 
though he was a Negro, many 
of the whites of Natchez 
praised him for his qualities.

His skill with the camera—

WENTY years ago the 

English novelist Robert 

Graves produced two leng- 
thy and successful biographi- 
cal novels of Emperor Clau- 
dius. They were magnificent 
reconstructions of Roman life 
in the first years of the Chris- 
tian era, though readers today 
may find them somewhat com- 
plex and difficult: Marguerite 
Yourcenar’s “‘Hadrian’s Mem- 
oirs” is in many ways a better 
book than Mr. Graves’s epics. 
It is impossible not to admire 


_ the deftness with which she 


avoids the difficulties inherent 
in her subject, and her lucid 
and immensely appealing 
prose style is blessed at the 
right moments with poetic 
rhythm. 

-Publius Aelius Hadrianus, 
three times Consul and Emper- 
or from’ 117 to 138 A.D., not 
only saved Rome from chaos, 
but established its boundaries, 
rebuilt the cities and temples 
of his vast domains, and in- 
stituted reforms that endured 
long after his death.

ADRIAN was first a sol-

thought of himself as a god 
until he sensed the first ap- 
proach of the illness that 
killed him. He lived passion- 
ately. His wife, a Spanish 
woman, never appealed to him, 
though he admired her obvious 
chastity. It was a time when 
indiscriminate sexual ardor 
was permitted, and homosex- 
uality was not considered a 
crime against nature. 

The final chapters of ‘‘Ha- 
drian’s Memoirs” are devoted 
to his illness and death and to 
his somber and philosophic re- 
flections on his own life and 
the fate of mankind. He left 


nearly all of the known world - 


prosperous and at rest. When 
he chose his successor, his 
grandson, Marcus Aurelius, he 
wrote, “I believe I may be 
giving mankind the only 
chance it will have to realize 
Plato's dream, to see a philoso- 
pher ruling over~his fellow 
men.” This is an epitaph and 
a book to be long remembered.

ENGLISH LITERATURE IN THE

IKE the other volumes of 
the Oxford History of Eng- 
lish Literature which have 
appeared, this is a book for 
specialists. C. 


unfortunately, the academic 
mills churn out scholarship 
and criticism with such effi- 
ciency that to write a literary 
history these days one must 
encompass material as tech- 
nical, complex and abundant 
as that of biochemistry or 
banking. 


I say unfortunately because 
the world outside the library 
is missing a good deal in neg- 
lecting its Dunbar and Dray- 
ton and Skelton and Sidney; 
and in being separated by 
scholarship from the wit and 
wisdom of ¢. S. Lewis. One 
can not, for example, enjoy 
Lewis’s debunking of the Hu- 
manists unless he has suffered 
through those pompous pure 
veyors of Latin enlightenment. 
And it’s a pity. The value of 
literature and literary dispute, 
unlike the value of biochemis- 
try and banking, is lost un- 
less it brings pleasure and un- 
derstanding to non-specialists. 
Now the museum is patronized 
by no one but caretakers. 


Since he rightly excludes 
the drama (a by-product which 
by historical accident became 
the major literary wealth of 
the period), Lewis finds him- 
self left with a century of 
literature which is aesthetical- 
ly unsatisfying. Much of it is 
empty of ideas, tortured, in- 
competent, gaudy or dull. 
These are the rude beginnings 
and false starts of literature 
in modern English—as much 
worth reading for their fail- 
ures a8 for their occasional 
successes. With subtlety and 
fresh vision, Lewis works 
over both the drab Barnaby 
Googe and the golden Edmund 
Spenser for the insight they 
provide into our civilization, 
the ideas of government, re- 
ligion, science, philosophy and 
literary excellence which (in 
English) started here and grew 
to shape much of the modern 
world.

@..THE IDEAS of the typical college lad evaporate in 
“bull sessions” but Henderson and Moore translated their 
thoughts into hard realities. The two pals were separated 
for a while by World War I. Henderson flew for the Navy, 
ferrying planes from Italy to France. Moore, an Army 
flyer, was shot down, his body punctured by six machine 
gun slugs. 

“One of those bullets must have stimulated him,” said 
Henderson, “because he has produced some of our biggest 
deals.” 

, After the war, Henderson joined Moore in 1920 for 
further studies at the Massachusetts Institute of Technol- 
ogy. They learned auto mechanics, sold foreign cars, im- 
ported optical goods, exported fishmeal, dealt in inflated 
German bonds. They found that by buying radio parts 
cheaply they could turn out a good set for $89.50—well be- 
low the competition. 

They opened a store. It succeeded. A radio chain 
store fell into their hands. They expanded to 30 retail 
outlets, finally grossed a million dollars a year. 

“We grew up in the °20s, an era of wild financing 
when it was generally believed you couldn’t get anywhere 
without crossing the line ethically,” said Henderson. “But 
we proved otherwise.”

Ten hotels were in the chain 
by 1946 when Sheraton merged with United States Realty 
and Improvement Co., acquiring valuable real estate and 
a listing on the New York Stock Exchange. 

The Sheraton story since then has been one of rapid 
growth. It bought the Coronado Hotel in St. Louis in 
1947. It invaded Canada. It passed the second place Stat- 
ler group and was narrowing the gap between itself and 
the No. 1 Hilton chain when the latter acquired the Statler 
group this year, boosting the latter further ahead.

LONDON, Nov. 27 (INS). 


HE British nation will call 
T a truce to its political dif- 

ferences Tuesday, and pause 
to honor Sir Winston Churchill, 
hailed by his political heir as 
“the greatest man now upon 
the earth,” who will be celebrat- 
ing his eightieth birthday—still 
as British Prime Minister. 


Britain and the whole of the 
western world will shower him 
with gifts and congratulatory 
messages. Kings, queens, presi- 
dents and statesmen will wish 
him well. 


But it will be the British Par- 
liament which will provide the 
highlight of an emoti ked 
day, in tribute to the atest 
parliamentarian of them all and 
a man who has said that.“two 
things are above all else in my 
life —— God and the House of 
Commons.” 

Within the hallowed gray 
stone walls of Westminster 
Hall, meeting place of the earli- 


est English Parliaments many . 


centuries ago, Churchill will re- 
ceive unprecedented homage 
from the Parliament he has 
known and loved for the 52 
years he has been a member. 

Before the highest in the 
land and facing 2000 peers and 
commoners, Churchill will re- 
ceive a series of gifts express- 
ing Parliament’s admiration of 
its greatest son and most bril- 
liant performer. 

It put quite a strain on 
the old warrior, emotionally and 
physically, For warm as will 

the emotional atmosphere, 
there will be running through it 


‘the thought that the great 
* statesman’s work is drawing to 


its inevitable close and that he 
may soon be leaving the scene 
of hig triumphs and his heart- 
aches. 

For Churchill, it may be the 
last session of Parliament be- 
fore national elections—and a 
change of Premiers. Also for 
Churchill, {t could be the last 
state opening he will witness, 
for he has been warned that an- 
other stroke such as he suf- 
fered last year could be fatal. 

The evening of his big day, 
Churchill will give his cus- 
tomary ‘birthday dinner at his 
official home in Downing Street. 
There, under the mellowing in- 
fluence of his now carefully- 
rationed brandy and soda, and 
surrounded by his immediate 
family and closest friends, he 
will cut his eightieth birthday 
cake. 

Sir Winston, as he approaches 


his eightieth birthday, is a mel- ¢ 


lowed, less truculent, but still 

formidable figure in British 

parliamentary life, but only on 

the days when he is at the top 

of his physical and mental form.

OT without affection, mem- 

bers of Parliament today often

barely concealed hostility and 
contempt, is always trying to 
trip him up or make him look 
small. 

Churchill fumbled over his 
words. He leaned heavily on the 
Commons table, his face highly 
flushed. He seemed scarcely 
able to hear, or to concentrate. 

His exit could not come too 
soon for his sympathizers, who 
could sense his bewilderment 
and anxiety to be gone. 

Almost every Britisher be- 
lieves that Sir Winston will 
have shed the mantle of pre- 
miership in favor of Sir Anthony 
Eden, his chosen political heir, 
before he is 81. But no long 
odds are being offered. 

For Churchill continues to 
keep Britain and the world 
guessing about his future and 
still gives no sign that «eariy 
retirement is in his mind. 

Churchill's retirement in fact 
fs an immense question mark 
brooding over British politics, 
causing what has become a na- 
tional guessing game with no 
one, including probably even 
Churchill himself, knowing thé 
exact answer. It is everlastingly 
discussed in the pub, the politi- 
cal salon, and not least in the 
Commons smoke-room. 

Inevitably, the approach of 
Churchill’s eightieth birthday 
has led to a new crop of retire- 
ment witticisms, including the 
devastating and probably apocry- 
phal one, attributed to Churchill 
himself, that “after all, Eden 
cannot live forever.”

HURCHILL, a few days from 

joining the small band of men 

who have been Premiers at 80, 
is getting a big laugh out of it 
all. When two Labor members 
started a probe in the Commons 
about his future, in thinking 
aloud fashion, Churchill imme- 


diately sent for his hearing aid,- 


turned it up to full strength, 
and exclaimed: “I don’t want to 


miss anything of this.” 


And just at the time when 
the nation appeared ready to be- 
lieve he was due to make his 
swan-song statement, Churchill 
has again confounded all the 
pundits by summoning a confer- 
ence of British Commonwealth 
premiers in London Jan. 31 next. 
By doing this, he has ‘indicated 
he still hopes to be premier at 
the turn of the year, at least. 

A question within the retire- 
ment question, however, is that 
of Churchill’s health, and his 
ability to continue to stand up 
to the undoubted grind of the 
nation’s top political office. It 
may compel retirement at best, 
and it could cause his entire 
elimination from the British 
scene. 

Churchill again and again has 
been warned by his doctors to 
slow up, not to risk a repetition 
of the embolism which so nearly 
cost him his life in the summer 
of 1953. His refusal fully to 
obey has led many to claim that 
Churchill wants to collapse in

National Desertion Bureau, Only 


Agency of Kind, Doing Effective 
Job in Tracking Down Men Who 
Abandon Wives and Children

A SERIOUS SITUATION in our national life is getting com- 


away husbands who each year slam the door on family re- 
sponsibilities and desert their wives and children, leaving them, 
in most instances, without adequate support. 

Experts have estimated that there are today in the United 
States some 4,500,000 women and children who are not being 
adequately supported by estranged or missing husbands and 


fathers. 


Of this number more than 1,000,000 receive assistance 


from government funds. Others are helped by relatives or private 


charities. 


But as the desertion problem continues, newly abandoned 
wives and children will further swell the ranks of those who 


must seek assistance from gov- 
ernment sources, adding to the 
burden of the American taxpay- 
er, who last year footed the 
more than half-billion dollar bill 
for federal, state and local aid 
to dependent children. This bill 
came to $559,035,000 and 54 per 
cent of this staggering sum went 
to families abandoned by run- 
away fathers. : 

“For many years unsuccess- 
ful attempts were made to de- 
termine the actual extent of 
family desertion and non-sup- 
port,” says Jacob T. Zucker- 
man, executive director and 
chief counsel of the National 
Desertion Bureau, a non-profit, 
non-sectarian socio-legal agency 
specializing in the problems of 
desertion. “Because there were 
no nation-wide statistics, esti- 
mates are largely conjectural in 
nature. However, with the com- 
ing of federal social security 


legislation and, particularly the 
type of assistance known as Aid 
to Dependent Children, it has 
become possible to arrive at a 
fairly accurate gauge for meas- 
uring the extent of the prob- 
lem. 

“An analysis of the figures of 
the Social Security Administra- 
tion reveals that there are some 
1,904,850 wives and children 
who have been deserted by their 
husbands and fathers; 1,460,714 
women and children who have 
been abandoned by the fathers 
in out-of-wedlock situations, and 
about 1,106,963 women and chil- 
dren who are not being ade- 
quately provided for by divorced 
or legally separated fathers.” 

The National Desertion Bu- 
reau, largely supported by the 
Federation of Jewish Philan- 
thropies of New York, is the 
only agency of its kind in the 
world. Established in 1911, it 
has an international reputation 
not only for tracking down fam- 
ily deserters but also for help- 
ing families to adjust their 
problems without resort to court 
action. 

In its work with more than 
60,000 cases, the bureau has de- 
veloped specialized techniques 
particularly suited to dealing 
with the social problem of the 
family breakup. Zukerman, who 
directs an overburdened staff of 
22 attorneys and social workers, 
emphasizes that the bureau is 
not a punitive agency. Deserters 
are not tracked down to be 
thrown in jail for non-support. 
Location of the family deserter 
is attempted not only to help 
his wife and children but to 
help the deserter himself. 

In a typical year the bureau 
handles approximately 4500 
cases involving individuals resid- 
ing in 41 dfferent states and 17 
foreign countries, referred to it 
by some 211 family, children’s 
and law enforcement agencies. 
Each year it locates about 1700 
runaway husbands and helps 
hundreds of families to adjust 
their problems without resort to 
court action. 


* * _ 
UMMARIES of closed cases 
on file at the bureau provide 
a picture of how this unique 

agency works. Here is a repre- 
sentative case: 

“Mrs. A, a young woman in 
the early twenties, applied to us 
to find her husband. . They had 
quarreled over A’s failure to 


came to ‘us for help, 
had 
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some decent clothing and he 
then obtained a job as a truck 


driver. From his salary he is 
making contributions to Mrs. A 
and the baby for their support. 
Mrs. A has not executed the 
warrant and A seems to have 
regained some of his lost faith 
in himself. A family reconcilia- 
tion may eventually take place.” 


Zukerman points out that this 
case illustrates the bureau’s em- 
phasis on help rather than pun- 
ishment.

NOTHER case from the bu- 
A reau's files: 

“Mrs. C is a woman in her 
early forties. She had married 
rather late in life and her miss- 
ing husband is a,man of about 
45. He had walked out on her 
and she was anxious to find 
him because she needed his 
support in order to get along as 
she is a sick woman. There are 
no children. 

“After some search we located 
C. He said that the major prob- 
lem between him and his wife 
was that she didn’t get along 
with his mother. As this 45- 
year-old man told abaut his dif- 
ficulty he began to cry. 

“His mother had tended to 
his needs and comforts and C 
was having a psychological prob- 
lem about his wife replacing his 
mother. He told us that as his 
wife couldn’t get along with his 
mother he could not live with 
his wife, and therefore, he was 
going back to live with his 
mother, What he was really say- 
ing was that he could not give 
up mama and was finding a ra- 
tional excuse for going home to 
mother. C volunteered to ac- 
cept his legal support responsi- 
bilities toward Mrs. C and has 
agreed to accept treatment by 
a social agency that may help

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him work out his emotional 
problems.” 

The bureau is not a detective 
agency but it relentlessly tracks 
down runaway husbands itn the 
hope of persuading them to at 
least contribute to the family 
support. Just how far the bu- 
reau will go is illustrated by the 
case of Mrs. G who was deserted 
by her husband in Johannes- 
burg, South Africa. Johannes- 
burg officials wrote the bureau, 
saying that G, a miner, was 
thought to be in the United 
States. : 

From past experience, the 
bureau knew that men rarely 
change occupations when look- 
ing for work in a strange coun- 
try. A check was run on mining 
companies and miners’ unions. 
After months of following one 
lead after another, the missing 
miner was found in Alaska. He 
refused to return to his wife but 
he did agree to support her and 
their two children. He sends 
monthly support checks to the 
bureau which forwards them to 
his wife in Johannesburg.

HAT causes men to leave 
W rome What causes them to 

turn their backs on their 
responsibilities not only as 
bread-winners but as the provid- 
ers of homes where their kids 
can get the affection and sense 
of security so needed in child- 
hood? 

Recently the bureau subjected 
400 cases to a minute analysis. 
Infidelity, mainly on the part of 
the husband, came up as the 
No. 1 cause of desertion. Next 
came drinking, with gambling, 
cruelty, irresponsibility, family 
interference, religious differ- 
ences, stinginess and money 
quarrels also listed as factors. 

“But,” says Zukerman, “we

must remember that these 
causes were the ones listed by 
the wife at the time the com- 
plaint was taken. In only a few 
instances is the explanation of 
the men after their return 
given. Neither of these are 
very trustworthy, for the wife 
often sees the fault in the hus- 
band, but cannot see the de- 
fects in hér own character that 
have led to the wrecking of the 
home. Particularly in such 
cases as drinking and infidelity, 
these might be effects rather 
than causes. It is impossible 
to tell. The fact is that the real 
causes often lie too deep and 
are beyond the understanding 
of either husband or wife.” 


The survey showed that 56 
per cent of the deserting hus- 
bands involved in the study 
were 35 years old or younger 
with the median age at 33.5. 
But the study showed that even 
husbands past 60 walk out on 
their wives. 


Among other considerations 
of the survey was length of 
marriage. Figures indicate that 
some 69 per cent of desertions 
take place in the first 10 years 
of marriage—some after only 
one week of married life. But 
11 per cent of the deserters 
studied had been married more 
than 20 years. 

Although the bureau makes 
every effort to persuade a run- 
away father or husband to vol- 
untarily carry out his support 
duties, it is often necessary 
that court action be taken. With 
the passage of the Uniform Sup- 
port of Dependents Law in 44 
states and three territories with- 
ing the past few years it is now 
possible to proceed civilly 
against a runaway spouse. He 
can continue to stay in whatever

N assisting courts and other 
J azencies in locating family de- 

serters and in looking for those 
runaways whose wives come di- 
rectly to the bureau, the agency 
workers check the deserter’s 
relatives, friends, other women 
thought to be involved, his past 
employers, unions to which he 
has belonged, organizations and 
churches, his habits and hobbies 
which may lead him to certain 
sports events or to revisit cer- 
tain favorite bars, his military 
service record, city directories 
and dozen of other sources. And 
the bureau usually tracks down 
its man, 


Because the bureau, with a 
small budget, can handle each 
year only a limited number of 
the cases, it has been assisting 
public agencies throughout the 
country to establish their own 
desertion units. 

Five years ago the New York 
City Department of Welfare set 
up a unit of 10 people who work 
on the premises of the bureau 
and under its supervision. Last 
year it cost the city $35,000 to 
maintain this small staff but the 
savings to New York taxpayers 
totaled $250,000 in public assist- 
ance funds salvaged by finding 
hundreds of family deserters 
and making them support their 
wives and children. Detroit is 
in the process of setting up a 
desertion bureau and California, 
Michigan and Oregon have 
state-wide training programs 
dealing with desertion problems.

HE National Desertion Bu- 
T reau grew out of a meeting 

in St. Louis in 1911 of a 
group of Jewish social workers 
and laymen concerned with the 
problem of family desertion. 
Even in those days relief organi- 
zations were spending large 
sums maintaining deserted fam- 
ilies and communities were 
spending even more in the 
maintenance of deserted chil- 
dren in orphanages and foster 
homes. Since its founding the 
bureau has had as its president 
New York business man and 
financier, Walter H. Liebman, 
with Milton B. Eulau, member 
of a Manhattan law firm, acting 
as vice president. Among civic 
leaders on its board of directors 
is Frieda B. Hennock of the 
Federal Communications Com- 
mission, 

“The bureau,” Zukerman 
sums up, “is a clearing house 
for all service organizations 
which desire its assistance in 
coping with the evil of family 
desertion. And the evil is a 
hard one to fight because there

Louis, you probably wouldn't 
even know Hyde Park was 
there. It’s just a little park, a 
couple of blocks long, lying be-

11.84 acres. 


It started its career as a beer 
garden. Then it became a very 
pretty little park and during the 
last decades of the last century 
and the early years of the pres- 
ent century it was a veritable 
garden, with flowers and foun- 
tains, and the band played every 
Saturday night. During recent 
years it’s been just a little 
wooded area, 


“You hardly thought of it as a 
park,” said a woman who has 
lived many years in the neigh- 
borhood. “It was more like an 
extra front yard, where you 
could go and sit and think.” 

What makes Hyde Park impor- 
tant now is that on Dec. 3 it will 
be 100 years old. A ceremony 
marking the event, with Mayor 
Raymond Tucker taking part, 


will be held at the park Friday 
at 2:30 p.m.

In 1854 the city authorized 
the mayor to purchase from 
Ann C, T. Farrar “the lot of 
ground situated in the county 
of St. Louis and known as 
Hyde Park.” The city paid 
$36,250 for it. Just how they 
happened to become park- 
minded and purchase the spot, 
history doesn’t record. Neither 
is there any record of how the 
little spot got such a high- 
sounding, stylish name.

out in the county then. It was 
in an incorporated town named 
Bremen, long since absorbed by 
St. Louis. 


The city rented it for a time 
to a truck gardener.

As a beer garden the park 
was the scene of a lot of polit- 
ical rallies and celebrations of 
all kinds, especially during 
Civil War days. A mammoth 
Fourth of July celebration was 
being held in the little park in 
the year 1863. There was beer 
and speeches and even a balloon 
ascension was scheduled.

Almost 10,000 people were 
milling about, among them a 
group of about 100 convales- 
cent Union soldiers.

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Symphony 
Reorganization

HE election of a new pres!i- 
dent and new officers by the 
St, Louis Symphony Society 
marks the second stage in a 


process begun last summer when | ; 


Edwin J. Spiegel became the 
leader of a rescue party whose 
mission was to save the orches- 
tra from immediate extinction, 
The mission was accomplished 
when Spiegel’s committee raised 
$60,000 in new pledges. 


The reason for its success lay 
in its personnel. A number of 
commercial and industrial lead- 
ers whose connection with the 
symphony up to that time was 
nominal, casual or non-existent, 
became convinced that the loss 
af the orchestra would indeed 
he a blow to the city’s prestige. 
Spurred by this conviction, they 
were able to reach new sources 
of support or to obtain larger 
pledges from old ones. 


Now many of these men have 
become formally associated with 
the management of the Sym- 
phony Society. Edwin Spiegel, 
one of their number but an old 
friend of the symphony, is the 
new president and he has ap- 
pointed Alfred Fleischmann to 
the key position of chairman of 
the board of directors. 


* * + 


SO IT IS NO exaggeration to 
say that the symphony society 
has been re-charged and that 
the accession of energy will lead 
to important results, principally 
in allowing the management to 
plan its seasons well ahead of 
time in the certain knowledge 
that it can meet its commit- 
ments, 


- Salutary artistic consequences 
should flow from this feeling of 
security. Past delays in making 
contracts with the musicians 
which have caused the loss of 
valuable players can be avoided. 
The morale of the orchestra has 
already been improved. More- 
over, it may be assumed that at- 
tention will be given to various 
possibilities for lengthening the 
Stason, thus putting the man- 
agement in a better position to 
bargain for replacements against 
. competition of other orches- 
as. 


To emphasize the improved 
Position of the society is not to 
belittle its guidance in the past. 
After all it was a few stalwarts 
who kept the orchestra going 
through depression and war and 


low a respectable playing stand- 
ard. It is gratifying to note, 
therefore, that these men and 
women who proved their devo- 
tion to music by faith and works 
are well represented in the new 
set-up. 
* * * 


THE NEW SET-UP was need- 
ed, however, to reaffirm boldly 
a central principle; which was 
that the symphony orchestra 
should be placed on equal terms 
with the other civic assets of the 
community. It also brought the 
direction of the orchestra into 
conformity with a pattern that 
had been established elsewhere 
with successful results. Briefly, 
this amounts to a broadening 
of the base of support with a 
stronger reliance on corporate 
gifts than heretofore. And this, 


in its turns, follows a still larger | : 
pattern of activity in American | . 


society which parallels the 
growth of corporate mower and 
responsibility. 


Many writers of books and of 


magazine articles have called at-| . 
tention to the increasing inter-| ; 


est on the part of corporation 
officials in cultural institutions 
of all kinds. In some instances 
it has been called a dangerous 
trend in that it might lead to a 
form of control that would sub- 
vert the liberal arts from their 
true purposes. 

It hasn’t happened so far. The 
industrialist and business men 
who have interested themselves 
in music and other arts and in 
scholarship have shown a whole-

Legislatures in 34 states have 
authorized redevelopment pro- 
grams, and the courts in 20 
have upheld them. The legisla- 
tion was overruled by the courts 
in Georgia, but redevelopment 
has again been authorized there, 
by a constitutianal amendment 
passed in the November 2 gen- 
eral election. Georgia is one of 
only six states which have such 
constitutional authorization. 

The biggest concentration of 
states which lack the necessary 
legislation is in the west, not in- 
cluding the West Coast states, 
which have it.

GYPT’S PALACE POLITICS have erupted again, leaving 
the country without a President. r General Mo- 
hammed Naguib, onetime stron . has been ousted 

from the post by Premier Gamal el Nasser as a final 
outcome of the Naguib-Nasser rivalry for top power. Ap- 
parently Naguib is not to be replaced.

From Kitchen 
to Classroom 


A mother comes to the rescue of our hard-pressed schools 


AS MOTHER, Mrs. Chrispen hurries down walk 
with Anita, 7, and Jimmy, 6, while Chrispen and

VERY MORNING at 7, pretty Mrs. lole Chrispen 

bounds out of bed and begins a feverish whirl. 

She runs a quick brush through her hair, 

helps her three children with cranky zippers 

and difficult buttons. She serves their breakfast. She 

outlines a few clean-up chores for her husband and 
bundles the two oldest off to school. 

At 8:20 she is flying down the walk. And 10 minutes 
later she arrives at Dearborn Township’s Clara B. 
Ford School with a different air. Bubbling, quick- 
moving “Vi” Chrispen, housewife, becomes quiet, 
friendly Mrs. Chrispen, third-grade teacher. The in- 
terlude lasts until 3:30; the final bell signaling the ‘end 
of classes also signals the start of allegro tempo again. 
For the rest of the day she’s housewife and teacher— 
doing a bit of cleaning here, a few minutes of correct- 
ing papers there—until midnight. | 

Because Mrs. Chrispen is willing to ride this merry- 
go-round, U.S. school officials think they have found 
an answer to our critical shortage of teachers—in the 
kitchen. The 33-year-old brunette is a product of one 
of several programs aimed at dusting off Mama's col- 
lege diploma and putting it to work in the classroom. 
In pioneering Detroit, Mrs. Chrispen and 52 others 
who never gave a thought to teaching in their campus 
days entered the school system this fall; 31 more are 


spring. Most of them are housewives willing to juggle 
a household and a classroom to help in the emergency. 

Nationally, the schools need help from Mrs. Chris- 
pen and her fellow housewives—and need it desper- 
ately, Enrollments are snowballing at the rate of a 
million new students a year as the postwar “baby 
boom” begins to be felt. Yet the number of elemen- 
tary-school teachers graduated by the nation’s teacher 
colleges fell off about 2,300—6 per cent—this year; it 
will drop about the same amount in 1955. Output is 
down nearly 26 per cent from 1950. The colleges are 
not only not keeping pace; they aren't turning out

due in February; another 35 will be available in the - 


enough teachers to replace those who quit, retire or die. 
Michigan is typical: its colleges graduated 4,549 
teachers in 1953, only 4,266 this year—yet an esti- 
mated 6,500 a year are needed to take care of replace- 
ments and currently mushrooming enrollment. When 
Dean Waldo Lessenger of Wayne University’s College 
of Education saw the figures, he called in superin- 
tendents from six nearby counties. Together, they 
tackled the problem. “What we wanted,” Lessenger 
says, “was an emergency program.

educated mothers who seemed likely prospects; school 
principals also suggested candidates. Wayne Uni- 
versity sent letters to 12,000 liberal-arts graduates who 
might be interested. 

One came to Mrs. Chrispen, who had majored in 
Spanish at Wayne 10 years before, later worked for 
Ford Motor Co., then settled down to housekeeping. 
“It was just the impetus she needed,” her husband, 
Jim, says. “I'd been after her for a long time to get 
a teacher’s certificate. I told her it would be the best 
insurance policy we could get. When I got home the 
night the letter came, she was all enthused. We talked 
about it during the intermission of a movie on TV. 
That's all it took us to decide.” 

What sold Mrs. Chrispen finally was not the money 
(she receives the usual first-year teacher's salary) but 
the fact that the training program was held so near 
her home. Each morning, she did practice teaching 
at Ford School, 10 minutes away; three afternoons a 
week, she attended an education workshop at Haston 
Junior High here in Dearborn, one of four suburban 
training centers. The work shops covered, in seminar 
form, education courses like child growth and develop- 
ment, teaching methods, language arts. Last summer, 
she took six semester hours covering other education 
subjects. When school opened, she was well prepared. 

Even though the Detroit program still is in an ¢x- 
perimental stage, “packaged” plans are being made 
to prepare teachers for high-school positions. The US. 
Office of Education is urging that similar campaigns 
to recruit housewives as teachers be adopted around 
the country. Last August, Mrs. Helen Leopold, direc- 
tor of the Department of Labor Women’s Bureau, 
called a meeting of educators and civic leaders to ex- 
plore the possibilities of starting such programs in 50 
other communities. Some cities already have done so: 
@ In San Diego, prospects take a 12-week course at 
San Diego State College, work a year as supervised

Her Husband Helps, Too 


O THESE emergency programs Cheapen the quality 
of the profession? Not at all, says Lessenger. 
“If anything, our standards are higher. These 
prospects go through a stiff screening—physical exam, 
speech and hearing test, psychological testing. Par- 
ticularly, we have to be on guard against women who 
are ‘looking for something to do.’ And we make sure 
that the woman’s own children aren't going to be 
_ With the help of her husband and a neighbor, Mrs.

During his campaign to persuade his wife to teach, 
Chrispen offered to help with the household duties. 
He has, faithfully. He makes beds, runs the sweeper, 
washes dishes, picks up. This cuts down on his wife’s 
work before and after school. 

Housewives who might like to come to the schools’ 
rescue also might like a glance at Mrs. Chrispen’s 
own schedule; it is built on efficiency and timed almost 
to the split-second. She tries to organize her work so 
that she can handle two or three things, like cooking 
and mending, at the same time. Meals are planned 
so that they can be prepared the night before, served 
with a minimum of last-minute effort. 

One night is set aside for washing and ironing. 
Another is earmarked for mending. Thursday night 
is reserved for a bowling league. (Mrs. Chrispen took

Saturday is the busy day around the Chrispens’. 
First on the schedule is shopping for the week. Then 
Mrs. Chrispen spends an hour in a beauty parlor 
“so I - on't have my hair to fool with all week.” After 
that, both parents pitch into the heavy housework—for 
example, cleaning the house from top to bottom. 

All this means less time with the kids, but Mrs. 
Chrispen tries to wangle every minute she can. From 
7 to 8 p.m. is the children’s hour, and often it stretches 
to 9. Sunday is Family Day. “The kids still come first,” 
she says. “A couple of weeks ago they held a circus 
in the back yard. I just shoved the schoolwork aside 
and became the refreshment stand. I must have 
scooped out a hundred ice-cream cones.” 

How does she like handling two jobs? “Really, 
it’s wonderful. It’s like being mother to 30 more kids. 
And being a mother myself helps; when I tell them 
in school about my own children, they listen.” 

How about her children’s reaction? To .3-year-old 
Carl, it seems perfectly normal that Mama should 
go to school, just as Anita and Jimmy do. But Jimmy,

PHENIX CITY, ALA. 

HENIX City is quiet these days. It 

has an air about it common to'the 

town of 23,000. Things move at 

a leisurely pace. There is laughter 

in the schoolyards and friendly, small- 

town greetings on the streets. The skyline 

is dominated by church steeples poking up 

through trees. It could be Main Street 

Anywhere. It could be very much like your 
town—now. 


One difference remains: The National . 


Guard does not control your local law 
enforcement. Guardsmen do not patrol 
your sidewalks in armed pairs to make 
certain law and order are maintained. Nor 
is there as much activity around your 
Court House, with dozens of criminals 
finally being brought before Justice. - 

You have heard of Phenix City. Who 
hasn't? Since the night of June 18, the 
name hardly has been out of the news- 


terson was shot to death in Phenix City. 
He had vowed to clean up the.community, 


and he did—in a way. For his murder, 


Yet the rottenness of Phenix City did 
not show on the surface. A capsule de- 
scription of the city might be “ordinary.” 
There is a single main street, Fourteenth 
St., and several cross streets in a compact 
business district, bordered on-one side by 
the Chattahoochee River (the Georgia 
state line) and on the others by a semi- 
circle of residential areas. Many of the 


two-story, frame-and-brick business places | 


housed criminal operations, but the casual 
visitor could not pick them out. There was 
no unusual amount of flashing neon. The 
lone remarkable feature is negative: 
deep-South Phenix City has no Confeder- 
ate monument in the courthouse square. 

But beneath the surface lay a city en- 
slaved. All but a handful-of citizens were 
honest, hard-working, God-fearing. Yet 
they were helpless before brazen vice and 


strutting vice lords. Fantastic in these __ 
United States and under this democracy 
we enjoy? Fantastic, but true. And the 


shocking fact is that just as cleaned-up 
Phenix City now resembles your town, so 
your town could become the Phenix City 
of a year ago. | : 
“But,” you say, “we'll guard against 
it. It can’t happen to our town.” Such 
determination is laudable. But what will 


you guard against? Do you know what to 
guard? Political-criminal gangsters don’t 
bluster into control with drawn guns. En- 
slavement is a long, slow process. The 
overt results show only after it is complete. 

The enslavement of Phenix City prob- 
ably could be dated from a hot afternoon 
in May, 1933. The depression was on; 
many of Phenix City’s breadwinners had 
lost their jobs in the textile mills across 
the river in Columbus, Ga. (The com- 
munity had no major industry of its own 
—and still hasn’t, complicating its fiscal 
problems.) As the city commission met 
that day, it faced some thorny financial 
problems. Two years before, the city had 
gone bankrupt, with an indebtedness of 
several hundred thousand dollars. 

The late Homer D. Cobb, then city 
commissioner and later mayor, suggested

At the time, no one regarded it as more than 
a compromise in the face of economic despera- 
tion. The ordinance contained a provision that

Of course, in your town the people are the 
final authority. And they wouldn't let this hap- 
‘pen. But what did the people do in Phenix City? 
By the time most realized what had happened, 
they could do nothing. There is big money in 
vice, and big money means power and influence. 
The people were held completely in check by 
the vice overlords and their hirelings. 

Reform movements were started, but they 
withered one after another. The Armed Forces 
Disciplinary Control Board placed certain. 
gambling places and houses of prostitution off 
limits to personnel from Fort Benning, Ga., but 
they survived. There seemed to be no way to 
break the shackles of corruption. 

Until the Russejl Betterment Association was 
formed in 1951. Where other reform groups had 
collapsed, it was tenacious—despite the scorn 
of unco-operative officials. The people who 
founded it were like those in any American 
town. Its legal adviser was Albert L. Patterson. 

A few months after RBA was formed, its 
president, Hugh Bentley, returned home one 
night to find his house a smoking ruin. His wife 
and two children narrowly escaped death. Pat- 
terson’s office mysteriously caught fire. 


In addition, there was the “rumor mill”: a __ 


highly efficient grapevine which directed cruel 
whispers at the crusaders. Bentley, one ugly 
story went, had been involved in an extramarital 
affair and bombed his own house. The whispers 
grew so loud that he took a.lie-detector test to 
disprove it. 

Why didn’t the churches do something? Some 
clergymen did speak out, and fearlessly. Others 
felt it outside their province. “Ministers do not 
pick up machine guns and make arrests,” said 
one. “Their duty is to the individual soul, to save 
it for God.” And many of the hoodlum element 
were active in church affairs. In 1952, a county 
official wrote a glowing letter of recommenda- 
tion for a notorious gambler. He was a deacon. 
Another man wrote a letter for the same under- 
world figure. He was a steward. 

Grand juries? Year after year, they heard 
and saw no evil. (Once, after laboring mightily, 
a grand jury reported something wrong: 2 
screen door needed repair at the Court House. ) 
Known gamblers and racketeers served on these 
grand juries. 

Relief at the polls? Last year, a woman went 
to a polling place to find that someone else had 
voted in her name. Persons long dead “voted” 
in Phenix City. Honest citizens were slugged by 
goons near polling places. As recently as last 
July, the state committee said an honest election 
in Phenix City would be i i 

What can your community do to keep from 
becoming another Phenix City? For a start, you 
should check five sensitive points of govern- 
ment. They might furnish a gratifying picture— 
or show an imminent danger. They are: 

1) The Jury List. Is your jury list representa- 
tive, and clean? Is it revised at intervals? From 


Signals to Look for in Your Town 
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this list come grand jurors charged with investi- 


gating law enforcement in your town. 

Item: In Phenix City, a foreman of a “blind” 
grand jury later was indicted for gambling. 

2) The Voter List. Is your voter list kept up 
to date, with the dead and the ineligible removed 
regularly? 

Item: In Phenix City, registration lists in- 
cluded names of Georgia residents. Prostitutes 
voted in the names of persons who had moved; 
the “tombstone” vote was enormous. 

3) The Election Machinery. Who runs your 
elections; selects the poll workers and the party 
and election officials? Your votes are the final 
authority onlyif counted honestly. 

Item: In Phenix City, 90 poll workers at this 
year’s primaries included 27 gamblers, 6 rela- 
tives of politicians, 4 deputies, 4 policemen, 2 
bootleggers; a parolee, an alcoholic and 24 per- 
sons in cahoots with the gangs. 

4) Tenure of officials. Is there a turnover of 
officials, or are the same ones elected again and 
again? An entrenched machine often means a 
corrupt machine. 

Item: In Phenix City, the same old faces held 


Office for term after term. The machine hand- 
picked candidates for every office. 

5) The Citizen Attitude. Do the citizens take 
an active interest in local government? If not, 
the other four points mean nothing. An active 
minority dominates a passive majority. 

Item: In Phenix City, 1,674 of 4,500 eligible 
voters cast ballots in a 1949 election. Even ih 
this year’s “reform” election, only 3,200 of 7,000 
qualified voters. went to the polls. 

Today Phenix City is quiet, chasiened. The 
gambling tables are dusty, the honkytonks shut- 
tered. Many of its people are stunned. “I knew 
something was going on,” said one businessman, 
“but I had no idea how deep it went.” 

Maj. Gen. Walter J. Hanna of the National 
Guard reports another, more ominous reaction: 
“I wasn’t in town a week before a ‘good citizen’ 
came to me urging that we get out as soon as 
possible. He said his family was losing $500 a 
month in rentals.” 

Now, Phenix City is just like your town. But 
will your town be the next Phenix City? For the 
question is not, “Can my town become a Phenix 
City?” but rather, “Is it becoming one?” ®

George Gobel: — 
Quiet Comic 


HOLLYWOOD. 
F ALL THE “new” comedians introduced on television 
this year, only one, George Gobel, has captured 

the public’s fancy and the critics’ acclaim. 
Behind the success of the George Gobel show 
(NBC-TV, Saturday nights) lies a young (34) small (5’5”) 


' gentleman of arch wit, ineffable charm and hilarious, dead- 


pan humor. Also nine years of trying. For Gobel actually 
has been “fracturing” audiences with his gentle, low-key 
comedy style since 1945. 

In 1953, for example, he appeared on NBC’s Saturday 
Night Revue, the Colgate Comedy Hour, the Spike Jones 
show and many others.

He began his first program this way: “Good evening, 
ladies and gentlemen. I’m very glad to be back. I was here 
yesterday, for the rehearsal. What I was rehearsing was this 
new show that . . . Oh! My name is George Gobel . 
George L. Gobel. The ‘L’ doesn’t stand for anything, really. 
It's just so that I can have G.L.G. embroidered on my 
shirts so that at the laundry my stuff doesn't get mixed up 
with Greta Garbo’s stuff . . . My father’s name is George 
Gobel, too, and he never gets his stuff mixed up with Greta 
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Garbo’s . .. His father’s father’s father’s 
father’s name was Prince Valiant.” 

Gobel is endowed with an incredible 
sense of timing—and he knows exactly 
where to stop and wait for his laughs. 
Only when they are about to wane does 
he move, unhurriedly, to his next 
punch-line. 

He also is a master of building up 
the anecdotal pay-off. For example: 

“... We're about to start the George 
Gobel Show—of which I am a partici- 
pant in, as the star of. Funny how 
things start happening to you when you 
get into television. Like before I got this 
show, I could go anywhere and nobody 
ever recognized me. Noo-body ever— 
but now—wherever I go, people—like 
for instance Wednesday night. 

“I was in a restaurant ... and two 
little old ladies kept staring at me and 
smiling . .. and nudging each other . . . 
and finally, one of them came over to 
me and she smiled and she said, ‘I beg 
your pardon, but my friend and I have 
been watching you... and... I hope 
you don’t think me bold but—well—if 
you're not going to eat your butter, may 
we have it?’ . . . So there you are. And 
here I am. And here’s the show.” 

To date, the audience response to 
this type of humor has been little short 
of sensational. The whimsical little 
Gobel has been tagged “The greatest 
comic since W. C, Fields . . . A chip 
off the old Buster Keaton block . . . The 
freshest comic talent of the decade.” 

Actually his deadpan style is Chap- 
linesque in origin and reminiscent of 
the late Charles Butterworth in execu- 
tion. The basic ingredient of his comedy 
is satire. He plays the victim of social 
and circumstantial evils well-known to 
everyone in his aduience. 

His Hubcap routine is a case in 
point, This one concerns Gobel’s rela- 
tionship with an insurance adjuster 
after he has reported the theft of four 
hubcaps from his automobile. 

Other Gobel satirizations point up 
the humor in going bowling, applying 
for employment or discussing life in 
Hollywood. All are performed with 
slight but effective vocal inflections and 


a deep understanding of the “little man” 
caught up in the million-footed web of 
modern living. 

What is George Gobel like offstage? 

For a comedian whose income will 
approach $7,500 a week before year's 
end, he is mild-mannered, friendly, in- 
telligent, unpretentious, family-loving, 
open-minded—and modest, which most 
professional funny-men are not. 

When you ask him to account for his 
belated success, he volunteers quickly, 
“I'm lucky in having behind me one of 
the greatest teams in show business.” ~ 

The Gobel team consists of David 
O'Malley, his personal manager, with 
whom he’s formed the Gomalico Corpo- 
ration; Hal Kanter, a writer-director of 
outstanding ability; and three additional 
writers: Jack Douglas, Jimmy Allar- 
dyce and Harry Winkler. 


He Sang Soprano 


OBEL WAS BORN on the Northwest 
side of Chicago, the only child 
of Herman and Lillian Gobel, 

owners of a neighborhood grocery 
store. As a boy soprano he sang in the 
St. Stephen’s Episcopal Church Choir. 
At Roosevelt High School he met an 
attractive girl named Alice Humeki; in 
1942, just before entering the Air 
Force, George married her. Today the 
couple has three children, a nine-room 
house with swimming pool in Sherman 
Oaks, a suburb of Los Angeles, and 
more money than they ever dreamed 
about. 

To date, however, neither money nor 


- fame has changed George Gobel’s hat- 


size, outlook or behavior. He is still the 
same honest, subdued, gentle little guy 
he was in the Air Force—which, inci- 
dentally, is where his comic talent first 
came to light. 

Recently Groucho Marx approached 
an NBC television crew and asked, 
“What kid of fellow is this Gobel?” 

“He is the kindest, nicest, most con- 
siderate comic we've ever worked 
with,” one of the cameramen replied. 

Groucho cocked an energetic eye- 
brow. “In this business,” he remarked, 
“that’s even rarer than talent.” =

OW OFTEN do we stop to count our 
blessings? In every life, every day, 
some can be found. And one way 

we can express our thanks for them, what- 
ever our religion, is to offer grace. _ 

There is a movement in America today 
to have us return to the custom of saying 
grace at all our meals, even those in 
restaurants. You may have seen the little 
card placed in many restaurants by inter- 
faith workers, to inspire silent graces by 
diners.

ered. If a family which usually says grace 
is entertaining a guest who may not realize 
this fact, it is thoughtful for some member 
of the family to tell him so before they go 
to the table. The guest should be told, 
also, when grace is said and whether it is 
done sitting or standing. This prevents that 
embarrassed pause by the family should 
a guest continue talking when others are 
waiting to offer grace.

Aqguest al- 
ways bows his head when grace is said, 
even though it may contain beliefs with 
which his own religion is at variance. 

Should all guests, as a routine thing, ask 
whether grace is said in a home? 

‘Answer: No. If it isn’t, this might make 
the host uncomfortable. 

Sometimes a guest is honored: by being 
asked to say the grace. If he knows none, 
one that is appropriate to all religions is is 
Ophelia’s blessing from Hamlet: “Gea be 
at your table.”
